N ew Y okk, Jane 19.—A t 7:30 o’clock 
Thursday morning the steamship Guy an- 
dotte, of the Old Dominion Une, while ly ing 
a t her dock a t pier 37 North river, was seen 
to suddenly settle in a few minutes. Almost 
before those on board had time to 
esca p e 
with their lives, she sank. 
The accident is 
attributed to the carelessness of two fire­ 
men, who by taking off the circular pump 
allowed the water to rush in and flood the 
hold. 
The loss to vessel and cargo is esti­ 
mated at $25,000. 
The steamer had on board a cargo of fruit, 
vegetables, tobacco, and general merchan­ 
dise. 
Bteveiores worked all night on her 
discharging her cargo, and in the morn- 
mg; uli the fruit and vegetables and a small 
portion of the tobacco were unloaded. 
At 
7:30 in the morning all hands were at break­ 
fast with ¿he exception of Assistant Engineer 
Fleming, a couple of firemen, and a few 
other» . 
Engineer Fleming and the two fire­ 
men were in the lower engine-room, and 
Fleming ordered Fireman La flan d to take 
apart the feed-pump valve. 
Fleming wa> 
then called away . 
Lafland took a wrench 
and set zealously to work removing 
the 
bonnet or cover from the twelve-inch sea- 
valve. 
This valve is way down near the 
bottom of the vessel, and twelve feet be­ 
low the water line. 
It is 
one foot 
in 
diameter, 
with 
a superficial 
measure­ 
ment of 113 square inches, on which the 
water has a pressure of six pounds to the 
square inch. 
The bonnet, which tightly 
closes it, weighs over 200 pounds, and i- 
f&stened on by sixteen heavy bolts, but 
Lafland was not discouraged. 
He tackled 
the nuts of the bolts with a cheerful energy 
which soon brought them all off. 
But still 
the iron cover, with a superiority of wis­ 
dom from which the enterprising Lafland 
might have profited, refused to come off. 
Lafland then got a chisel and pried at it 
vigorously . 
His labors were rewarde i. The 
enormous iron cap suddenly shot half-way 
across the engine-room, followed by a round 
and solid mass of water a foot in diameter, 
which came in with the roar of a cy clone. 
Lafland was surprised. He was also wet, and 
moreover the North river was climbing up 
his legs a t an alarm ing rate. 
He got out, 
and has not been seen since. 
Chief Engineer Sundel 
and 
Assistant 
Fleming mode a rush for the engine room, 
in the maul hope that they could put back 
the bonnet 
They plunged into the watei 
and made for the valve, but saw they were 
being overwhelmed. 
They barely got out 
with their lives. 
The Guy andotte now 
began settling 
down 
toward 
the mud 
in the river bed while the hundred or more 
men on board of her made a lively rush for 
the dock. Two wrecking boats were brought 
alongside, and an effort was made to spread 
a canvas over the outside of the valve 
and pump out the sinking vesscd, but all tc 
no purpose. 
The big boat slowly sank in 
twenty -seven feet of 
water, 
and then 
keeled over on her starboard side. 
Her 
cargo of tobacco will be entirely ruined and 
considerable damage done to the elegant 
fittings of the boat’s cabins. 
Tho entire loss 
will be from $50,000 to $60,003. 
Fireman Lafland did not show up again 
after he left the vessel in the morning. 
As 
soon as the Beaman’s Saving bank was open 
he went there and drew his deposit» and 
started for his home in Delaware.

No Cause fo r Apprehension la Gen. Grant's 
Condition—Visitors. 


S ar ato g a , N. Y .t June 19.—The phy si­ 
cians during their examination of Gem 
G rant Thursday found the patient’s pulse to 
be 72; that his voioe was a trifle stronger, 
and that he was not perceptibly weaker. 
Dr. Bands said that Gen. G rant was much 
better than when he first went up to the 
mountain. 
This, together with tbe assur­ 
ance of Dr. Douglas that there was no im­ 
mediate cause for apprehension, allay ed the 
fears of the family .

cultural bureau have 
just been issued. 
From the report it appears that winter 
wheat has had an almost unprecedented ex 
perience. 
Calamity has attended it« growth 
from 
germination 
to 
full 
develop­ 
ment. 
Tue 
sowing 
wras 
delay ed 
m 
the east and south 
by 
drought 
and 
the 
soil was 
dry 
and 
impacted, 
while in the Ohio valley it was in scarcely 
medium condition. 
Late and feeble ger­ 
mination and slow growth resulted under 
these conditions. 
The winter was severe 
and abnormally low tem perature extended 
through the more southern wheat belt 
In 
March alone, where snow lay s upon the 
ground and the lakes contributed to uni­ 
formity of temperature, the fields were uni­ 
formly green in the spring. In western New 
York similar conditions secured nearly as 
full exemption from freezing and thawing. 
Below the parallel of 40 degrees there was 
only partial protection in wiuter with severe 
freezing and thawing in spring. 
The April 
report showed great damage from frost and 
ice, 
and referred 
to tbe uncertainty 
of 
early indications 
and 
dependence 
“on 
future 
contingencies 
affecting 
growth 
and 
ripening.” 
April 
was 
more favorable to the growth of hardy 
grass and weeds than to the enfeebled wheat 
plant, inviting the plow as a remedy and 
resowing in oats or barley . 
The May report 
reflected this unpleasant picture, and the 
continuance of unfavorable weather con­ 
tinued to further substitution 
of small 
grains and corn. 
The appearance of the 
Hessian fly in Kansas and in some parts of 
California, Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
Virginia, Bouth Carolina, and Tennessee in­ 
creased the apprehension of wheat-growers. 
The chinch-bug also appeared in Illinois, and 
grasshoppers in California. 
The result is tbe worst official showing 
for winter wheat since 1868. 
Tbe general 
average of condition is 6 2 . In 1881 it was 
74, and 75 in 1883, while in the great crop 
y ears of lb80 and 1382 it was 99 in June. 
From a close study of these returns it is cer­ 
tain that a large portion of the reduction in 
area Is discredited in tbe returns of condi 
tion, y et in a few states it is evident that 
further allowance must be made for unan­ 
ticipated destruction of area by replanting. 
There may be some variations in state 
estimates, but it is believed the aggregate 
will not vary greatly from a total product 
in the winter wheat states of 9U7,90« ,0U0 
bushels. 
SPRING WHEAT. 
The report of spring wheat is more favor­ 
able. 
The disposition last autum n to roduco 
its breadth on account of tho low price was 
checked by the lo» s of winter wheat area 
and later by British-Itussian war rumors. 
Bubsequontly the same area has been seeded 
as last y ear, about 11,000,000 acres in north­ 
ern New England, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Iowa, Nebraska and all tbe territories. 
It 
is too early to indicate very closely the out­ 
come in bushels, tut comparisons with re­ 
sult« of former reports of condition, in co n­ 
nection with former areas, indicates, if the 
present status should be maintained, a har­ 
vest as follow*:

DEAD I N A TOMB OF FI RE. 


A nother F rig htful Colliery 
D isaster la 
England —One H undred Victims. 
London , June 19. —Dispatches from Man­ 
chester roport a frightful disaster at Clifton 
Hall colliery near there. 
An explosion of 
gas took place in the mine when 349 man 
were down. By noon about 100 had been re­ 
covered and by 3 o’clock p. m. 120 more. 
The scones at the mouth of the pit w en 
heartrending. 
Women and children ran 
shrieking and walling about the plaoe, bag­ 
ging and pray ing that eome one would go 
down and save their loved ones. 
A dispatch received lata Thursday after­ 
noon states that up to 2:30 p. m. 100 addi­ 
tional men had been rescued alive from the 
Pcndlebury colliery , or about *220 in all. 
Eighteen dead bodies had been taken o ut 
It was thought that at least 100 men war© 
still in the mine, and probahly all of them 
were dead. 
The exploring parties who descended the 
Clifton Hall colliery for the purpose of ret- 
cuing, if possible, the survivors of the ex­ 
plosion, 
met 
volumes 
of 
gas 
which 
drove them back to the mouth of the mine. 
The work of roscuing the entombed miners 
is now a t a complete standstill.

Crem a tion Not To B e Confounded w ith 
the Open Pyre of th e A ncients. 
[New York Mail an d Express. 1 
An officer of a crem ation compan y, when 
asked by a reporter for particu lars regard in g 
the mod e of d isposin g of the d ead , said th at 
from his observation s crem ation is d estin ed at 
n o d istan t d ay to su persed e the practice of 
grave bu rials, becau se it had n on e of their 
offen sive featu res. 
“As n ow con d u cted at 
Gothe, Milan an d other poin ts of Eu rope,” 
he ad d ed , “crem ation is n ot for a m om en t to 
be con fou n d ed w ith the offen sive cu stom of 
bu rn in g on the open pyre, as practised by 
the an cien ts. 
It is effected in a su perheated 
air cham ber, which allows n o con tact of 
fiamo or fu el with the bod y, while all the 
gases an d volatile 
prod u ct 
of combu s­ 
tion are completely regen erated an d ren ­ 
d ered in n ocu ou s an d od orless before bein g 
liberated . 
W hy, an approved m od ern cre­ 
m atory m ight bo erected in Mad ison squ are, 
an d bu t for tran sportin g the d ead bod ies 
thither, cou ld n ot be an offen se to an y on e. 
The process is accompan ied with n o repu l­ 
sive sight, sou n d , smell, n oise or smoke.” 
‘ W hat is the process?” was asked . 
‘ The bod y, covered w ith a pall, is placed 
on a catafalqu e in the chapel or reception 
hall, when ce it d escen d s n oiselessly by mean s 
of an elevator to the in cin eratin g chamber. 
ThK by mean s of su perheated air, has been 
raised to a white heat at a tem peratu re of 
abou t 2,000 d egrees 
Fahren heit. 
W hen 
open ed to receive the bod y the in -ru shin g 
cold air cools this cham ber to a d elicate 
rose tin t, an d the bod y, after rem ain in g 
an hou r in this bath of rosy 
light, is 
completely d ecomposed . 
Nothin g rem ain s 
bu t a few pou n d s (abou t fou r per cen t, of 
the origin al weight) of clean , pu re, pearly 
ashes. 
These are then taken ou t an d p u t in 
an u rn of terra cotta, m arble or other su it­ 
able m aterial, an d placed in a n iche of the 
colu m bariu m or d elivered to the frien d s of 
the d ecease!.”
